The 
citizens of Albany were daily expecting the re 
turn of Morgan. 

Starn's rebel cavalry are in Scott country, Ten- 
nessee, about forty- five or fifty miles s.iuih o( 
Albany, and are said to number one I housund 
men. '1 he Tennessee secessionists say that the 
object of Morgan's raid is to attack our forces at 
the Gap in the rear, cat eff the supplies, and at- 
tack the Gap with a large fo:ce in front; and, 
also, that large numbers were to be employed to 
controlling the Kentucky elections in August.

Scott, and 
which has been vacant niece Gen. McClellan hd 
the army of the Potomac to the field, namely, 
that cf Gene.al-in Chief. The New Yoik Times 
says in thus summoning Gan. Ualleck to preside 
io the military council of the Government, Pres- 
ident Lincoln has succeeded in solving a difficul- 
ty which has doub less caused him the most seri- 
ous perplexity. Popular clamor has been divided 
between denunciations of Secretary Stanton aid 
denuncuihns of Gon. McClellan. The dismissal 
of both has been in turn demanded by differed 
factions. And while on the one hand the friends 
of McClellan ascribe to Mr. Stanton's inefficien- 
cy the failures on the Peninsula, the suj- 
porters of the Secretary affirm that McClel- 
lan had all the force he demanded. The 
President, unmoved by the tumults of these 
factions, hss diitinctly announced bis inten- 
tion to retain both McClellan and Stanton. The 
latter ao clears of all responsibility for the errors 
of military administration which have brought 
the army on the James to its present enfeebled 
condition; while he frankly admits that the con- 
duct of the war requires the introduction of great- 
er skill, energy, and experience into the control 
of affairs at Washington. The presence of Gen- 
eral Halleck, then, in the principal charge cf 
the entire army, responsible for its disposition 
and success, and experimentally acquainted with 
all the needs of troops in the field, will give 
the public asiurarcs on the one hand that the 
army will not have to complain hereafter of im- 
erfect suppo -t from the Government, an 1 on the 
other, that if McClellan fall into blunders of 
strategy or conduct, the blame will be shared by 
a commander of equal rank and qualifications. 
There has been a strong disposition ia several 
quarters whsre opinions of military fitness are 
measurtd by partisan tape, to criticise Gen. Hal- 
leck's military care >r iu the Southwest. Thereis 
fortunately no pcpular tendency rt this dercrip- 
ti.in. The army of the Mississippi has certainly 
achieved magnificent advantages, and in nothing 
so well eervol the country as in furnUhing victory 
after victory at a time when delay and disaster at 
the East would else have plunged tho people in 
gloom and desperation, and in all likelihood have 
secured the intervention of Frunca and England. 

The Commander whose plans and combinations 
restored Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee to 
the Union; who pn.hed the national arms into the 
Gulf States, and securid poeses&ion of all the 
great rivers and routes of internal coinmunicalion 
through the heart of tho rebel territory, may safe- 
ly be judged by his fruits. Gen. Halleck comes 
to Washington with the prestige of unmistakable 
success. He comes not to supersede Gen. Mc- 
Clellan, or to repair any deficiencies in that c (fl- 
eet's (kill or activity, but to restore confidence to 
tho Country, lond ).

— A single correspondent mentions in a 
letter to a New York paper seven cases of murder 
of Ucion men in the vicinity of F'ront Koyal, Va. 
John F. Haynes, aged sixty-two, and a Mr. Bea- 
ltr, Union residents of Page county, were assas- 
sinated during the present month by rebol guer- 
illas for no crime save their loyalty. Their bodies 
were left unburted for a we<k. Absolem Clem, a 
Union farmer near Luray Valley, was killed on 
lis own property by a company of rebel troops. 
His remains, pierced with six bulled', were found 
soon after. An individual named Kidmour was 
murdered for going to Woodstock to buy sal', the 
rtbels accusing him of communicating with thu 
i'ankeo?, and dragging him to his plies of execu- 
tion from the bosom of his family. In one counly 
seven such cases of tho murder of non-combatants 
have been noted during the mon'h of July. 
Openly the rebel commanders do not ctuntenar.ee 
each fienduh atroci.ies, bir they allow them to 
continue unrebuked. In some instances the per- 
petrators of these bloody d<eds were Lear neigh- 
bors of the victims, and in no case were the suf- 
ferers soldiers in the Union aimy.

DKTAILS OF THE FlOHT AT CVNTIIIANA — Wo 

copy the following from the report of the special 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial: 

The first firing, after the pickets reported Mor 
gan coming, was done by a par'y of fifty H ome 
tiutrds, stationed on the hill s'ds ab tit a qu trier 
of a mile south of Cynthians, in the woodland 
pas'ure on ei'her side of the Gus McGee road, 
ljjdin^ from Pari'. About sixty of the Morgan 
horsemen presently appeared, and when they got 
within short range the men among the trees 
• pened fire upon ihem, killing two and wounding 
several. Th it Morgan party wheeled and ske- 
daddled at once. 

In the meantime, pickets' from the Gco-ge- 
ovn pike having ri'tden in hot baste, causing 
Glass's 12 ponodar, which, it seoms, was taking 
a turn to give the horses an airing, to post hick 
over the Licking bridgo, and was immediately 
placed in positio >, by ordir of Lieutenant Colonel 
Lmdrum, on the east, bank of the rivsr, bo as to 
comma; <l the approach to tha opposite side of the 
bridge. This being o'ose ved, Morgan placed one 
of his (he had two) mountain howi /.srs directly 
at the point sought to be protected, between the 
bridge and an old hcuse on the north side of the 
road, wb'cb led westward out of town. 

Glass fir«d graps and canister. The r-bels, 
shells. Both tlsw over the heado cf eac'i other. 

Meantime, from 400 to 600 rebels dismounted 
about half or three quarters of a mils from town, 
and crept up to within 600 yards, in Dasha's corn- 
field, lying on the south side of the Georgetown 
road, and extondiog to the bank of the river, ai d 
wilhi I 25 yards of the bridge. It is stated that 
the grape and ctnister from Glass's gun fell into 
the corn and among ths thieves there, and pat an 
and to some of thbm. 

The detachment of fifty men who had driven 
the maraud' rs back on the Gus McGee road, 
hearing the hoi firing down towards the bridge, 
concluded tbev might be of use there, and moved 
down on the d ,nble quick. 

By this time a body of Morgan's cavalry, other 
than that which had dismounted and skulked in 
the cornfield, charged boldly down the piku 
toward the bridge, as if determined to fotce a 
passage. A volley from 60 to 80 man, previous! v 
posted near the b.idge, by Colonel Linurutn, and 
a blast from G'iss's gun, killing several of their 
ho-ses, drove them back. 

An alarm now came that a boi'y of Morgan's 
cavalry was coming in from the Millersburg pike. 
This was the body which had been driven back on 
tneGus. McKseor Kimbroogh road, at the first 
tire, joined br'anothar squad. The cannon was 
quicaly moved to Main street, and posted so as to 
rake tie new enemy. This produced another 
temporary check. 

The rebel.', who were trying to fores thur wav 
into town across ths Licking bridge, wer<i still 
held at bay by the firing of the con ptuy station- 
ed there for the purpose. The contest was too un- 
tqua 1 , however, io be c^n'inu-d longer, e*peci*l y 
as the ammunition of the men began to run low. 

Go). Lanoram, observing toe critical state of 
affairs, in the street, from a ""in' near the depo', 
a dis'anca of about two squires or 100 yards, 
cellod upon all who were witling to m.ke a bay- 
onet charge and endeavor to drive the rebsls from 
the bridge, as tbey were then issuing from the 
inner side, our men having divided and generally 
follon back a short distance. Nearly the whole 
body respot,ded and move 1 down — in snch haste, 
howover, as not to fix bayonets at all. By tin 
lime they got near ths bridge, M organ's horse- 
men chsrgod through in (,-r^a'er numoers( ho first 
few having wheeled around a side street to escape 
the direct fire from the railroad depot), and 
Colonel Land:nm, seeing them charging into 
town on ell sides, gave the order to retreat. Tne 
guards fell back, and as the Morgan horsemen 
made t' ward them, separated, got over fe-cos, 
and find from behind obj cs. Thers were in the 
pre-s at this time many of Morgan's men dis- 
mounted, and both parties being in ci'izsn's cloth 
ing, it was difficult to distinguish one from the 
other. B <th to k to shelter and tired The horse 
men were charging around wildly. Here, almost 
at ths moment the order to retreat was given, 
Mr. T. Ware was shot. 

Wbile the fight was progressing here, some 
party drove curcinnon off and bid it, putting the 
horses in Mr Gray's stable, as stated yesterday. 
Perhaps an hour and a q oarter had now elapsed 
sinca the tight opened, and Morgan's horsemen 
were filling every street, having wotksd their 
way round and entered in different bodies from 
the Claysville and the Millersburg pikes. The en- 
trance to town of both these roadi was guarded 
by small bodies of men. Portions of Me'calf's 
Cavalry were s'ationed at difforent extremitisa of 
the town, **<»r and northward, and fought well. 

About half past 5 o'clock Morgan's men took 
many prisoner , aod the firing ceased. At the 
depot they were enraged aid disappointed, find 
ing neither the agent, telegraph operator, nor 
money. They worked ar the safe from 5 o'clock 
P. M. Thur.-d.iy until "J Friday morning, before 
they tucceeded in breaking it open. They got a 
telegraph instrument from if, which tho operator 
pined in it almost at the last moment. 

Liiut. Col, LandtMm in command, Col Me'calf 
being at Paris, remained until the last chance of 
successful resistance had disappeared; and then, 
with twenty-five men, accompanied toy Lieut. J. 
II Smith, cbargid through the rebels, rode up 
the halt, and atterwards took the Gu3 McGee road 
totvards Paris. Thi.y were pursued hard, and 
when one and a half miles from the town, near a 
stone house, the Colonel told them to save tbom - 
selves, br ds them good bye, and dashad off. 

Directly afterwards Captain William C. P. 
Breckinridge, son of Robert J. Breckinrilge, took 
thsra prisoners. This same ycn r .h put a 'speci- 
men of Morgan impudence upon the walls of 
t'yntbiana, in the shape of circulars, on Friday 
morning, Btating in grandiloquent terms that be 
hid uoitod his fate with that of Colonel Morgan, 
for whom be was ncroitirp; a company, and in- 
vited all brave and loyal Southern joutbs to 
enroll. 

Three men who cams at his call, we heard 
named, Jim Sn.ith, formerly of Louisville, who 
received a tlosh wound from a shot in the side, 
and was tenderly cind for in a carriage with 
Morgan, which bad beeti stolen from a citizsn of 
Cynthiara, and Ash Welch. 

The party stole all the best horsos in Harrison 
county, aid several carriages; and in Cynthiana 
they broke t p in the trunks of boarders at Ran- 
kin's hotel, rifling them of clothing and every 
other article; and they burned up the brick build- 
ing at Camp Frazar becauso ll had beeu used a, 
a commissary dep ot.

Front Royal, Va., July 12, l»6i 
This town is a village of perhaps five hundred 
people. The bouses are neat and cleanly, locking 
hatdiome where the ravagas of war or the neg- 
lect of absolute idleness have not renderad them 
almost untenantable. There is one large, fine 
looking frame hotel yet open. In ill > rear of the 
front building there is a large, pleasant grass 
plot, with flowers snl brick walks extending 
through it to the private residence of the owner 
or ocenpant of the hotel. The whole of this in- 
terior court is surrounded by a pleasant woo len 
ba'cony. Upon this at any time during the day 
you may pace to your heart's content, indepand- 
ent of storm and sunshine. Ia the evening it is 
wondrously cool and the air soothingly refresh- 
ing. It is here that some of the most uccom- 
pliehed women in tht valley assemble, with pur 
nosa and desigu to pump from our young lieuten- 
ants, who know little of the stern realities of 
war, the name antl number of their regiments — 
how many eff.ctive men thsir particular re 'i- 
ment can muster, and what their stats of effi 
ciencv is. 

Thase wonen are the most accomoliibsd in 
Southern circles. They are introduced utd,r 
assume! names to our i ffi :ers, s o as to avoid de- 
tection or recognition from thoso to whom their 
namas are known, bat their parsons unknown. 
By such means thev are enabled frequently to 
meet combinedly, but at separate times, the offi 
cers of every regiment in a whole column, a~d by 
simole compilation and comparati'n of notes, 
they achieve a full knowlelgeof ths s rength or 
our entire forci. Has modern warfare a 
ptrallel to the uss of such accomplishments 
tor such a purpos-? The chief of ih s< 
spies ii the celebrated It Ho BoycM Her 
^cknnwle^god superiority for machination 
and intrigue has given her the leadership and con- 
hrol of the female spies in the Va'ley of Virginia 
She is a rastdsat of Martinsburg when at home, 
and his a ; out good old mother, who regrets as 
much ss any one can the violent and eccentric 
course of her daughter since this rebellion has 
broken out. H 11 ■ has pissed the first freshness 
of youth. She is a sharp featured, black eyed 
woman of twenty-five, or care and inbrlgai hive 
given her that appearance.

Be U enacted 6y the Senate and Home of Rfpre 
tentative! of the L'nited Statu of America in 
Congrest auembled, That thera shall be established 
in the Navy Usnartment ths fullowing bureaus, 
to wit: 

First. A Bureau of Yards and Docks. 
Second. A Bareau of Equipment and Recruit

Fifth. A Bursau of Construction and Repair. 

Sixth. A Bnr.au of Steam Blfjjnmlia. 

Seventh. A Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. 

Eighth. A B oreau of Medicine and Surgery. 

S c. 2. jlnd bs it further enacted, That the 
President of the Unites! States, by aod with tha 
ail .-ice and consent of the Senate, shall Bppoint 
from the list of tflhers of the navv, not below the 
grade of commander, a chief for each of the 
Bureaus of Vattliand Docks, Navigation, Eq'iip 
ment, and Recruiting, and of Ordnanc, and sbal 
in like manner appoint a chief of t .„ Bureau of 
Construe ion and Ropair, who shall be a skilful 
naval constructor; and shall also appoint a chief 
or the Bursau of Steam Eneineering, who shall 
be a skilfnl engineer, and bs 8,1 :cted from the

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•j-Wo publish to-day the reply of the ma- 
jority of Ihe Border Slate members to the 
President'" address. Tho reply very effeciu- 
ally gives a practical 'inietus to ttc whole 
question. 

By the way, a Washington despatrli itili- 
mau-d tho other day that the 1'iesidont in the 
interview which elicited this reply treated the 
Border delegation cavalierly. There is not a 
particle of truth in this intimation, and justice 
to all concerned obliges us to s»y so. The 
President throughout the interview treated the 
delegation with the most profound and delicate 
respect. We mako this statement on the 

best authority. 

We publish in another column an inte- 
resting and highly patriotic correspondence be- 
twecn William II. Aspiawall, of New Y'ork, 
and the Secretary of War. In the early part 
of the Southern rebellion, the firm of Howland 
& Asf inwall was tho agent of the Govern- 
ment for the purchase of Enfield rifles. In 
March last, Mr. A. notified Mr. Stanton that 
he could receive no pecuniary b:nefit for ser- 
vices rendered or risk incurred in l.-'half of his 
government, and on the first of July he re 
mitted to the War Department f25,230 60 
the profit of his interest in tho arms import?c 
and sold to the United States. The Secretary 
of War transferred the amount to the Treasury 
with thanks for the proof of d : sintcrestcdncss 
and patriotic spirit that animaicd the " mer- 
chant prince. " It is most gratifying to us to 
record this act of munificence and loyally. 

(9"Gov. Moore, cf Louisiana, has just is 
sued rn address to the people of that State. 
He declares all Union men within bis jurisdic- 
tion "outlaws," and says that they can neither 
hold property nor Urn in that State. lie addi 
"Short must be the thrift of those who stand 
ready to welcome the Union armies." 

Unquestionably our rebels hero in Kentucky 
approve Bad applaud tin . declarations of 
Louisiana's rebel Governor. They would 
gladly have the same condition cf things in 
Kentucky — would gladly bo able to proclaim 
that "short shall be tho thrift" Cf alt lijal 
men in own S'ato "who stand ready to wel- 
come ihe Union armies." And yet they think 
it direful oppression and awful r.ertccati r n 
an atrocious outrage on human rights and all 
the laws of earth and heaven, if we dare to lay 
a hand upon them or in any way interfere 
with them for inviting bands of thieving and 
murdering banditti to come and do their bor 
rid work among us! The truth is, our treat 
ment of the rebels is all charity and love in 
comparison with what their treatment of 
would be if the power woro in thtir hands In 
steal of ours. 

0*By con .tilting Lloyd's map of the Scuth 
ern States the important positions recently cc- 
rnpied by General Pope may be seen. Char- 
lottsville is the point where the Virginia and 
Tennessee railroad meots the Virginia Central, 
and Gordonsville is wherj the Orange and 
Alexandria road also meets lha Central. 
Beiver Dam is tbirtT-MX miles from Gordons- 
ville and about tho same distance from Rich 
mond, and here the track has been torn up for 
many miles, and the telegraph line destroyed. 
It was a depot for Confederate ammunition 
and supplies, large quantities of which were 
taken. These precaution, will prevent any 
future movements between tho valley and the 
rebel Capital, and at tho same time they place 
General Pope in a position to menace Rich 
mond, and co-operate with McClellan at the 
proper moment.

President, signed by the nujjrity of the Repre- 
sentative! frcm the Border dlaveholding Stats s: 
Washisotos, Joly 14, 1862. 

To Ihe President: 

The uudersigoed, Representatives of Kentucky, 
Virginia, Missouri, and Maryland, in the two 
Bouses uf U)igr«Ja, have listened to your addroes 
with the profound sensibility naturally inspired 
by the high acuice from which it emanates, the 
earnestness which marked its delivery, and the 
overwhelming iuipt rlance of the subject of which 
it treats. We have given it a must respectful 
consideration, and now lay before you cur re- 
sponse. We regret that want of time has not per- 
mitted us to make it more perfect. 

We have not been wanting, Mr. President, in 
respect to you, and in devotion to the Constitution 
and the Union. We have not been indifferent to 
tbe great difficulties surrounding you, compared 
ith which all former national troubles have beon 
but as the Bummer cloud; and we have freely 
given you our sympathy and support. Repudiat- 
ing the dangerous heresies of thj secessionists, 
we believed, with you, that the war on their part 
aggressive and wicked, and tbe otjects for 
wliico it was to b» prosecuted on ours, denned by 
your message at Ihe opening of the present Con- 
gress, to be such ai all good men should approve, 
we have nit hesitated to vote all supplm neces- 
sary to carry it on vigorously. We have voted 
" the men and money you have asked for, and 
even more; we have imposed cnsnius taxsa on 
our people, and they are paying them with cheer- 
folnesi and alsciiiy; we ha'e/ej ercourag-d enlist- 
ments and sent 'o tbe Held many cf our best men; 
acd some of onr number have offered their per- 
sons to tbe enemy as pl-dges of their si cwity 
and devotion to country. We have none all this 
under the most discouraging circumstances and in 
he face cf measures must distasteful to us and 
irjurious to the interests we r« present, and in 
be hearing of doctrines av.vwod by those who 
laim to be your friend most abhorrent to us and 
our constituents. Hut, for all this, we have never 
faltered, nor shall we as long as we have a Con- 
stitution to defend and a Government which pro- 
ects us. And wo are ready far renewed efforts, 
and even greater sacritlces, yes, any sacrifice, 
when we are salisded it is required 10 preserve 
our admirable form of liovernuient and the pi ice- 
less blessings of constitutional liberty. 

A few ot our r umber voted for the resolution 
recemmeuded by your message of the 6'.h of March 
last, tbe greater portion of us did not, and we will 
briefly state the prominent r*a- oos which influ- 
enced our action 

In the first place, it prepi I 4 a radical chsnge 
of our social t-ystem, and was hurried through 
both Bouses with undue haste, withtut reasona- 
ble time for consideration slid debate, and with no 
imo at all for coiiMtllalion wit our constituents 
whose interes's it ilieply involved. I'. teemed 
ike an interference by this Government with a 
eiucstion which peculiarly and exclusive ly bu- 
'onged te> our respective States, on whic*i they 
had not fought advice or solicited aid. Many of 
us doubted the constitutional power of this Gov- 
ernment to make apprcpriiticDs of money for *he 
object designated, and all of ui thmgbt our tinan 
ces were in no condition to bear the immense t St 
lay which its adoption and faithful execution 
would impose upon the National Treasury, if 
we pause but a moment to think of the debt its 
acceptance wonld have entailed we are appalled 
by its magnitude. T lis proposition we-s addressed 
to all the States, and embraced the who e rum 
iur of slaves. According to the census of 1860 
there were then very nearly fnur mi lion slaves 
in tbe ceuntry; from natural increase tbey ex 
ceed that cumber now. At even the low av< 
erage if three hundred dollars, the ptice fixed by 
the emancipation act for the slaves uf this DiB 
trict, and greatly below their real worth, their 
value luos up to tbe enormous sum of twelve 
hundred millions of dollart; and if to that we add 
the cost of deportation and colonization, at one 
hundred dollars eucb, which is but a fraction 
more than is actually paid by tbe Marylai d Col 
onizition Si ciety, we have ft ur hundred millions 
more! We were nut willing to in pise a lex on 
our people sufficient to psy tbe interest on that 
sum, in addition to the vunt and daily iocreusing 
debt already fixed upon them by the exigencies 
of the war; and, if we bad I- en willing, Ibe coun 
try could not bear it. Stated in I nil form the 
proposition is nothing less than tl o deportation 
from the country of sixteen hundred million dol 
lars' worth of priducing lab r and Ihe substitu- 
tion in its place of an iolorest-beariyg debt of the 
same amount! 

But, if we aro told tb.it it was expocted that 
only the States we represent would accept the 
proposition, we respectfully submit that eveu then 
it involves a sum too great for tbe financial abil- 
ity of tbis Government at i bij tiino. According 
to tbe cent us of 1860 — 

Kentucky had 225 -190 slaves. 

Maryland 87,188 " 

Virginii 490 887 " 

Delaware 1.798 " 

Missouri 114,965 " 

Tinnessee 276 784 11

We d:d not feci that we should be justified in 
voting for a measure wbi.h, if carried out, would 
add tbis vast am unt to our publ c debt at a mo- 
ment when tho Treasury wis reeling under Ihe 
onorinous expenditures of tho war. 

Again, il seemed to us that this resolution was 
but the annunciution of a sentiment which could 
not or was not likely tn be rtduced to an actual, 
tangible proposition. No movement was then 
made to provide and appropriate Ihe funda re- 
quired to carry it Into afTbcl; and we are not en- 
couraged to li iliovo that funds would be provide il 
And our luliof lias b on fu ly i'Utilied by subee 
uuent events. Not to menticn other circum 
stances, it is quite mffi ient for cur purpose io 
bring to your notice Ibe fact, that, while this 
resolution was under enrsideratinn in th-> Hani 
one colleague, tho Senator from Kentucky, 
moved an amendment appropiialing $500,000 to 
theotjuct therein designated, and i was voted 
down with great unarimity. What confident 
than, could wo reasonably teel that if we com- 
mitted mrselves to the policy it p oposeid, our 
cons it at Ms would reap the fiuits of tbe promise 
htldou'; and on v«hat ground could we, us fnir 
men, approach them and challenge ibsir support ? 

Tbe nght to hold slavo* is a right appertaining 
to all tbe States of this Union. They have the 
right to cbori'h or abolish the institution, as their 
tastes or their interests may prompt, and no one 
is authorized to question tbe right, or limit its 
enjoyment. Acd nu one has m rn ciearly sflirroed 
that right that you have. Y'our inaugural ad- 
dress does you great honor in this re'pec*, and in- 
spired lbs country with confidence in your fair 
news and respect for tho lew. Our States are in 
the enj ivraenr if that rigbt. We do not feal 
celled on to defend the iu*titution, or to affirm it 
is one which ought to be charishot'; perhaps, if 
we were to mski the attomp', wo might find that 
wo differ even am >ng > u - selves It is enough fur 
our pu'poee to know that it is a right; a ud, so 
koowiog, we did not sen why wo should now be 
expected to yield it. Wo had contributed our 
fml share to relievo the country at this terriblo 
crisis; wo bad dune as much as bad been rcquind 
of others, in like circumstance: ; and wo oid not 
see why sacrifices should be expected of us from 
which others, no more loyal, were exempt. Nor 
could we see what good the cation would deri 
from it. Such a sscriuco submitted to bv us 
would not have strongthouid the arm of Ibis Gov 
ernment cr weakened thet of the enemy. It was 
not necossary m a plodge of t ur loyally, f ir that 
had been tnunifested boyo-d a reasonable doubt 
in overy form, and at every plica pa sible. Th re 
was not tho remcteuet probability that the States 
we represent would yon in tbo rebelli n, mi 
there now; or of their electing to go with the 
Southern section in Ihe event of a recognition 
of the independence of any put of the disaffect- 
ed region. Our States are fixed unalterably in 
their resolution to adhere to and support the 
Unior; they see no safety for themselves and no 
hope for constitutional liberty but by its presor 
vaiion. They will under no circumstancss con- 
sent to its dissolution, and we do them no more 
than justice when we assure you that while the 
war is conducted to prevent that dsplorable catas- 
trophe, tbey will sustain it as long as they c in 
muster a man or command a dollar. Nor will 
they ever corssnt, in any event, to unite with 
the Southern Confederacy. The bitter fruits of 
tbe peculiar doctrinos of that region will firevor 
prevent them from placing tbeir security and 
happiness in tbe custedy of an association which 
has incorporated in its organic law tho seeds of 
its own destruction. 

We cannot admit, Mr. President, that If we 
had voted for the resolution in ,the emancipation 
messaKO of March last tbe war would now be sub 
stantially ended. We are unable to see how our 
action in this particular hai given, or could give, 
encouragement to tbe rebellion. Tho resolution 
has passed; and if there be virtue in it, it will 
be quite as efficacious as if wo hid voted for it. 
We have no puw»r to bind our Statos in this re- 
spect by our votes here; ard whether we had 
voted tbo one way or the other, they are in the 
sains condition of freedom to accept or reject its 

{irovisions. No, sir; the war has not bien pro- 
onged or hinderod hy our action on this or any 
other measure. Wo must loik for other 
c .uses for that lamented fact. We think there is 
not much difficulty, not much uncertainty, in 
poiuting out others far more probable and potent 
in thoir agencies to that end. 

Tho rebellion derives its strength from the 
union of all classes in the insurgent Statof; and 
while that union lasts the war will nevor end 
until they are utterly exhamted. We know that 
at the inception of theie troubles Southern so- 
ciety was divided, and that a large portion, per 
baps a majority, ware oppostd to secession. Nos 
the groat mass of Soulnorn psople are united. 
To discover why they are so ws must glance at 
Southern society, and not ice the classes into which 
it has boon divided, and which still distinguish 
it. Thoy are in arm", but not for tbo same ob- 
ject; they aro moved to a common end, but by 
different and oven inconsistent reasons. Tho 
loaders, which comprehends what was previously 
known as the State Rights party, and is much the 
the lesser class seek to break down national inde- 
pendence and sot up S ate domination. With 
them it is a war against nationality. Thaoiher 
class is fighting, as it supposes, to maintain and 
preserve its rights of property and domestic safe- 
ty, which it has beon made to believe are assailed 
by tbis Government. This latter class are not 
diaunionists per it; tbey aro so only because tbey 
have boon made to btlievo that tbis Administra- 
tion is inimical to tbeir rights, and is maki.ig war 
on their domestic institutions. As long as these 
two classes act together they will nevor assent to 
a peace. Tho policy, then, to bo pursued is ob- 
vious. The former c'ass will novor be reconciled, 
but the latter may be. Remove their apprehen- 
sionr jsatisfy them that no harm is intendod to thom 
and their institutions; that this Government is 
not making war on thoir rights of property, but 
is simply defending its logiiimate authority, and 
thoy wi 1 gladly return to their allegiance as soon 
as tho pressure of military dominion imposed by 
the Confederate authority is romoved from them. 
Twelve months ago both Houses of Congress, 



adopting the spirit of your metsige, then but re- 
cenily sent in, declared with singular unanimity 
the cbjscts of Ihe war, and the country instantly 
bounded to your side io assist you in carrying it 
on. If tbe spirit of that resolution bad tieen ad- 
hered to we are confident that wo should before 
now have seen tbe end of this deplorable conflict. 
But what have wo seer? In both Houses of Con- 
gress we bave heard doctrines subversive of the 
priniipleeof tbo Constitu ion, and seen measure 
after messaro founded in s b lance on thoee doc- 
trines proposed and carried through which can 
have no other effect than to diitract and divide 
loyal men, and exasperate ard drive still further 
from us and tbeir duty tbe people of the rebellious 
State). Mi itary rrhcers, following these bad-ex- 
amples, have stepped beyond tbe just limits of 
tbeir authority iu the same direction, until in 
several instances you have felt the necessity of 
interfering to arrest Ibem. Ai d even the passage 
if the resolution to which you refer has been 
ostentatiously proclaimed as tbo triumph of a 
principle whieh the people of Ihs Southern States 
regard as ruinous to them. The effect of these 
measures was foretold, and mav now bo seen in 
he indurated s'ato of Southern feeling. 

To these causes, Mr. President, and not to our 
omisei in to vote for tho resolution recommended 
by you. we se lomnly beliove we are to attribute 
the terrible earnestness t f Ih tee In arms against 
be Government and the coulinuince of the war. 
Nor do we (»ermi r us to say, Mr. President, with 
a'l respect tor you) agree that iho institution of 
slavery i« "the lover of thoir power," but we are 
of tbe opinion that "tho lever if tbeir power" is 
tbe apprebeDsion ih it tho powers of a common 
Governmen*, croated for common and equal pro- 
tactioi. to the interests of all, will be wielded 
against tbe institutions of Ibe Southern States. 

l'bere is one other idea in your address we fael 
called on to noiice. After stating Ibe fact of 
your repudiation of Gen. Hunter's proclamation 
yon ado: 

Yet, in repudiating it, I gave dissatisfaction, 
if not offence, to many whose lupport the country 
innot afford to lose. And Ibis is not Ibe end of 
tu Tbo pressure in Ibis direction is still upon mo 
ar.d is ii ereasiug. By conceding what I now ask 
you can relieve me, and, much more, can relieve 
ibe country in tbis important point" 

We have anxiously lovked into tbis passage to 
discover its tin • imp Tt, but we are yet In painful 
uncertainly. How can we, by conceding what 
you now a k, relieve you and tho country from 
the increasiug pressure to which jourefei? Wo 
will not allow ourselves to think That tho proposi- 
tion is, that wo consout to givo up slavery, to the 
end Ibat tbe Uunter proclamation may In let 
•MM in tbe Southern people, for it i) too well 
known that we would not be parlies to any suob 
measure, and wo have too much resprct fir }ou to 
imagine yi U would propose it. Can it mean that 
by sacribcing our intorost in slavery we sppease 
tbe spirit that oonlmls tl i pre sure, causa it lo 
be withdrawn, and rid tbeci untry of the pestilent 
agitation of the slavery qneslioi ? We aro for- 
bidden io to Ihii k, fur that spirit would not tie 
sati tiid with Ihe liberation of seven hundred 
thetiear.d slave*, and coane i's egiration, while 
threo millions remain in bondage. Can it mean 
that by abandonit g slavery in our States we are 
removing tho pressure from you and the country, 
by prepar.ng tor a separaiion on Ihe line of Ihe 
cotton Slate ? Wo aro forbidden to lo think, bo- 
tans* it is known t hat we are, and we believe that 
yea are, U'lalUrablyoppoeed many divisiem at all 
Wewculd prefer 10 think that you desire Ihii 
concession as a pledge cf onr support, and thus 
enable you to withstand a prassuro which weighs 
he mil y on you ar.d lbs country. Mr. Proiident, 
uo such sacrifice ii necessary to secure our snp 
port. Confine yourself to your constitutional an 
ihtrity; confine your subordinates within tbe same 
limits; conduct this war solely fur tho purpose of 
restoring tbo Constitution to its legitimate au 
Ihorit); concede to each State and its loyal citi 
r.ins tbeir just rights, ar d we are wedded to you 
by indisst l.b'o ties Do tbis, Mr. President, and 
you touch Ihe American beart and invigorate it 
with new bipa. Yon will, as wo solemnly be- 
liove, in due lime ruauro peace to your country, 
life it from despondency to a future of glory, and 
preserve to your c untrymon, tbeir posterity, and 
man, the inestimable trea'ure of constitutional 
government. 

Mr. President, wo havo stated with frarkness 
snd candor tbe reasons oti which ws forbore to 
voto for Ibe resolution you havs ment lonodt but 
you bave agaiu presented this proposition, and 
appealed to us, with an earnestness and ebquence 
which bave not failed tn impress us, to "consider 
It, and at the least to commend it totheconsidera 
lion of our Stales and people ." Thus appealed toby 
tbo Chief Magistral oof our beloved countiy, in tbo 
hour of its greatest peril, we cannot wholly decline. 
We ere willing to Irnst every question relating to 
their interest and harplness to tbe consideration 
and ultiu a e judgment of our own pel pie. While 
differing frjm yon as to the necessity of emanci- 
patioir the slaves of our Slates as a means of [U'.- 
ting ebwn tho rebellion, and while pro'esting 
against lbs propriety of any extra terti'< rial intor- 
f- rut. co lo induce lb i people of our States to sd pt 
any particularl ne of policy on a sntject which po 
caliarly and exclusively belongs to tl e n, yet when 
you and our brethren of tho loyal States . ir.cere- 
ly believe that Ihe retention of slavery by us ii en 
obstacle to peace acd national harmony, and are 
wil i'H' to contribute pecuniary a d to c imponsato 
our States and people fat the icconveuiencos pro- 
duced by sucu a change cf system, we aro not un- 
willing tbat our poop e shall ensidor tho proprie- 
ty of putting it a: ids 

But wo bava already said that wo rogarded this 
reeoluticn as the utterance of a sentiment, ar.d 
we had no confide' ce that it would aisume the 
shape of a tangible, practical proposition, which 
would yield tbe fruits of tbe sacrifice it required. 
Our peoplo are irfluer.ced by the same want of 
confidence, and will not contiler tho proposilion 
in its present impalpable f rm. 1 be iatere st they 
aru utkid to give up is to them of imraenso im- 
portance, and they ought not to bo ejxpec od 
iven to ontertain tho proposal nntil thoy are as- 
sured tbat when thoy rctept it Iboir jus 1 expecta- 
tions will not bi frustrated. We regsrd your 
plan as a proposition from the nati< n to the States 
to oxerci e an admitted cons' itutionsl right in a 
particular manner ard yield op a valuable in- 
torost. B f -re they ought to consider tbo propo- 
sition i' sbeiuld be pre sentexl in such a taugible, 
practiia 1 , efficion' shape as to cimmacd tbeir 
confidence lha* its fruils are contingent only upon 
thoir aeceptanc-. Wecannottrus- anything to lbs 
conlingei ciesof future logisl i 1 ion. If Congress, by 
ptoier and nocussary legislation, shall provide 
suflkiant fjnds and pUca thom at your disposal to 
tie applied by you lo the payment if any of our 
States or the citizens tbnreof who shall adopt tho 
ab 1 stiment of slavery, either gradual or imme- 
diate, as thoy may determine, und the expense of 
depoita'ion and colonization of tin liberated 
slaves, then will our Stales and people taks this 
proposition into careful consideration, for st-ch 
decision as in tbeir jadgmont is demattl-d by 
their in teres s, their honor, ar d their du'y to tbe 
whole country.

Sir: On yeeterdty morning, the 21st, having 
rec.ived ordera to make a f ireed reconnoissa' c ) 
with mv brigade in front of General Wtoi's di- 
vision, I pn c icded wit.h the four regiments com- 
posing my brigade to "Diovers' House." litre I 
war j aned by a battery nf artillery and a iquad- 
ron of cavalry from General Woou'j division, ac- 
companied by Captains Gilbert and Gillain, of 
General line I > sta.T, and several other ( Bean. 
1 rode forward ard lo kfcd at the "situation." 1 
th-n ordeied forward iho brigtde 'o a h-gh opan 
ridge immediately in front of Generals Wood 
and Sherman's divisions. Placing (he 1st. K n ■ 
lucky rngimont on the lefl of tbo road leading to 
Corinth, the 20;h on the righ', I ord red two 
companies from each regimout to bo tlenlnyed as 
skirmishers. The ground on which the 20th Ken- 
tucky was placed w»» an open ti- lei in front of a 
dense wood, occupied by Ihe enemy. That occu- 
pied by Ihe 1st Kentucky was a hoavv wood. I 
gave the order to forward, and tho "s-kirmtshors 
were scarcely deployed before they were opentd 
upon by the enemy. They, however, pressed 
steadily forward until they gained a position, in 
front of " Widow Serratl's Unnse" Hero 
the skirmishers, both on the right and lefl, 
nv:t with such a determined resistance that 
they were forced to fall back a short dis- 
tance. Seeing our skirmishers had met with 
an overpowering force, I immedia'e'y ordered 
forward Iwo additional companies from their regi- 
ments to their support, with orders to press for- 
ward. I then oidered forward two sections of tho 
artillery, ar.d placed tbem in pa ition on Ihe high 
ridge commanding the woods in front occupied by 
the enemy, the cavalry in the rear. I ulso moved 
f rward the 2d Kentucky regiment, and pi c*d it 
in p isitiun behind a fence in front of the artillery 
and in the rear of the grounds occupied by the 
20lh Kentuckr, and the 31st Indiana regiment i i 
the woedi on the left of Ihe road in tho rear of 
the 1st Kentucky. At this time Hi i skirmishers 
on both sides were fiercely engages'; so much so, 
that the reserves on our sido bad 10 be brought 
into action. The enemy seemed to be cone sntra- 
ting his forceiwith the intention of turning our 
left flank, which was h ild by three companies of 
the 1st Kentucky under command of Captain 
Wheeler. 

Sooiug his commend hotly pressed, I ord- red 
Lieut. Colonel Hanson to move the remaining 
companies of bis regiment by the left to their 
support, which was done promptly amid a shower 

f t ullets from the enemy. 1 then ordered the 
artillery to open with shell upon the woods occu- 
pied by Iho enomy, who wereerdeavoring to turn 
our lefl tlu k, which was done under tbeiunerin- 
tetd-nca of Captain G l em, of General Baell's 
staff. T he attack of the enemy on our left was 
furious, and, fearful of a repulse a' that point, I 
ordered forward live compinicts of th» ,">l»t Indiana 
regiment to the support. The fire seemed to ln- 
creare instead of diminishing. The tiring on both 
sides f >r three-quarters of an hour was fearful, and 
the result of the contest seemed doubtful, tall the 
enemy finally fell back, and wo gaiuod possession 

f tbo point at which thny attempted lo lurn our 
Iff H irk. Three limes (be enetnv rallied and in 
turn tried t"> drive us from the pot i('ou, but Capt. 
Wheeler, of Ihe lit Kentucky, in command of 

ho : kirmishera at this point, heroically held his 
ground. Here Captain Williamson and seventeen 
men of Ihe lit Kentucky fell wounded, some 
mortally. 

At tins jitc'ure Captain Smith, of the 20fh 
Kentucky, commanding the skirmishers on the 
right, reported that the enemy, in large f >rce, 
ti iporUd by a battery, were drawn up in line un- 
dor cover of the woe-di immediately un his front. 
I then ordered Lieutenant Colonel Hanson to 
move his command to the support of Captain 
Snitb, and moved the 2d Kentucky, under Lieu- 
tenant Sparc sr, in two columns, some 300 yards 
further forward, then gave the order "to for- 
ward, " which was done by the whole command 
with alacrity, under a heavy tire, in which Lieu 
"e-iant Hjinert, of the 2d Kentucky. Captain 
Suit hand several privates, of ihe 20th Ken(ucky, 
were wourdsd. 'The enemy slowly re'ren'ed bo- 
fore cur men, and were evidently endeavoring 
to draw us further into thewocdi. Hylbistimo 
we gained a position on the eppoeiteside of a 
small creek, beyond widow Serra-i's hoise, in the 
the odge of (be woods in which the enemy were. 
Hore I sent forward Adjutant Gtneral C ooor of 
my staff, to ascertain, if possible, the position of 
the enemy in front of our light wing. He re' urned 
and reported, as did Capt. Smith, the enemy in 
f.irce drawn up in line to receive ns. Seeing 
•s. r ..<- I —«..'. halteuor ,i u i^ MtCook's 

b. igade, some three-fourths cf a mile distant, in a 
commanding poei'ion, from which he could securo 
an enfilading fire upon the enemy's lines, I sent 
Adjutant Cooper to request him to open upon 
them, which he did with great effee', completely 
silencing the enemy's tire on the right, wing. 
Not knowing the natnre of the gr< ti id in front 
now i ccupied by my command, and from which 
we had driven Ihe enemy, and having no orders 
to proceed further than the point alroady gained, 
I held my position and awaited further orders. 

About five o'cli ck P. M. orders came from Gen. 
Buell for me to hold the ground then occupied by 
my brigade, until after nightfall, then return to 
camp, leaving one regiment on the grout it to de- 
c*ive the enemy as to the fcrce romaining, which 
I did; Ihe Hat Indiana remaining on the grout tl 
until afrer midnight 

The heroic corduct of tho < fficars aril men of 
my command on tbil occasion was cot txcellid, 
even on the bloody field of Shiloh. Adjutant 
General Wicslitfe Cooper exhiuitcd bravery evon 
to rashness, riding wherever oidered, wholly re- 
;ard!cs3 of the showers of loaden hail that met 
sim at every step. My A tie de- Camp, Lieut. S. 
W. Tuley, also di.-p'aved undtunted courage. 
Lieut. Col. Hanson, Mi-j >r Buckner, a-irt Aojatant 
Hrenan, of the 20th Kentucky, evine'd the great- 
est bravery, ctallantly leading and encouraging 
their men amid the greatest dangors. Captain 
Smith, commanding the skirmishers of that regi- 
ment, d d his psrtm bly. Cap . Jos. T. Wheeler, 
of the 1st Kentucky rogiment, commanding the 
skirmishers on the left, bshaved in the most gal- 
lant antl soldier-like manner, always in thi Irsnt, 
leading bis men to repel the attacks of the enemy. 
Where all morit praise, his conduct deserves par- 
ticular monlion. Capt. Jas. T. Williamson, of the 
same reghnent, behaved nobly. Even while severe- 
ly wi unded ar d lying on thegrou id, best HI dir.ct- 
eid the movtments of bis men. Lieut. Col. Spencur 
and M-ior Hurd, of the 2 1 Keutucky regiment, 
although not brought imimtliatoly into thet ac- 
tion, bebivid in the most gallant manner, and 
were but too acxi -us to taku a part In Ihe ftay. 
Capt. McCalla, commanding the 31s' Indiana 
regiment, and tho gallent regiment under bis 
command, b haved in the mi si toldiorly manner, 
tbeyirig alltrdersand moving promptly to any 
part of tbo liel I whsn order* tl. 

Below yon will find a list if Ihe killed and 
wounded in Iho brigade. As to the loss of tho 
enemy, we have no accurate informal i »r; but I 
afterwards found in the immediate vicii ity thir- 
ty-five newly mado graves, and, from the evi- 
dence of prisoners since taken, their loss in kitled 
and wrunded far excoeded that number.

I find in my mention of the condact of the offi- 
cers of my command that I have unintentional- 
ly omitted Ihe name of Msj r F. P Cahill, who 
commanded the It Kontucky regi nent. Al- 
though the regiment, with the exception of ihe 
skirmishing compani< s, was rot. brought immedi- 
ately into uctii ii, yet Msj »r Cahill exhibited the 
gnatest coolness and alacT'y in < bos ing orders 
amid the surrounding danger, and moved his regi 
ment with promptitude to any part of the field 
where it wasnetdedas a cupptrt lo the troops 
enagage.l.

The following instructions are issued for the 
gu dance of officers in the cases specified: 

'. All peaceful and law-abiding citizens and 
re:idents of the State must be protected in thoir 
porsnue, property, and rights, but citizens and 
residents v.hojiincd the s*o-calied Confederate 
forces, or gave them aid and assistance, or weol 
within their lines wilhout license from the proper 
aulboritio', ay-d havo returned or may lo'urn, 
and be repentant for their conduct, must report 
themselves to Col. Henrv Dent, Provost Marshal 
of I. iuitville, Col. 8. D. H.-uce at Bowling Green, 
M-jor Brccbt, Provost Mirshal of I.-xington, or 
any other duly appointed Provost Marshal, and 
furnish evidence of such repontar.ee, and take the 
oath of allegiance antl give bonds with security 
for their future good conduct, and if they f.il so 
to report themselves, they must be arrested and 
committed to the military prion at Louisville, 
and sent thence to Camp Chose, with a state- 
ment of their esse, to await the action of the 
Secretary of War. 

The members of Morgan's band and other 
guerillas are excepted from tbo operations of this 
section. When arrested tbey will be held and 
desk with according to military law. 

II. All persons who organizo or aid in organ- 
izing forces for the rebellion, or organize or aid 
in organizing guerillas, or li tibor or conceal, or 
give information or assistance 10 guerillas, must 
must bo arres'cd and dealt with atcudiugU) 
mili'ary Lw 

III. In times of trouble like tbe'e, good, law- 
abiding men will refrain from language and c in- 
duct t lut excites to rebellion. For anything said 
or done wi'h Ihe intent to excite to reieelli m, the 
offender mud be arrested and bis conduct report- 
ed thai he may t*e dealt with accordirg lo law. 

IV. When damago shell be done to the person 
or property of loyal ciliz -ns by marauding bands 
or guerillas, Ibedisloyal of the neighborhood or 
county will be held responsil lo, antl a mili'ary 
commission appointed to assess damages and en- 
force compensation. 

V. All arres's will lo reported to these Head- 
quarters, with a descriptive list of the prisoneis, 
and a full statement of the case, and the sub- 
stance of the evidence, and names and residences 
of witnesses.

On Friday the prisoner was brought out to un- 
dergo the preliminary examination. Ha was 
taken into thecourthtuio, and, before the investi- 
gation commenced, one of the croud in attendance 
stepped up to Legrand Hall, and remarked, ' I 
can settle tbis matter wilh you." He immediately 
seizxl him and bore him out^the crowd following, 
and took him off to a tree, not distant, over which 
a rope had been thrown. The noose was thrown 
around tbe neck of Legrand Hall, and in a mo- 
ment be was launched into eternity. Such are 
tbe simple facts given to us by a frierd, as de- 
tailed to bim in a private letter received tbis 
morning. 

The feelirg of tbe populacs must have been 
deep, cool, and delermiuod. None of the Authori- 
ties, it seems, interfered. Thus L'grand Hall 
died on tbe gallows for tho most horrible crime 
that ever shocked the fonsibilities of a commu- 
nity. He boasted, it is said, that he would kill 
the men who had bim in charge, thus showing 
a hardened sensibility which no doubt still more 
embittered the feeling against him. Revenge ia 
allrg-d to be the cause for killing his sister, 
aroused by her resistance to improper liberties on 
bis part. Trnlv, he must have been debased be- 
low the brnte^

Social Duties ck the Crisis —The Boston 
Transcript says with much force that American 
citizens have a groat duty to perform independent 
of that which calls them to tbe field, at d involves 
pecuniary aid and personal sacrifice. It is to bear 
constant and emphatic testimony to tbe ciuse of 
nationality. Harein we regret to observe a sad 
want of moral courage. No true patriot cin con- 
sistently recogniz « as an honest member of so- 
ciety, a true man or a good citizen, any individ- 
ual who, directly or indirectly, sit's and coun- 
tenances this wicked rebellion. Without rude- 
ness or violence or imult, but with dignity ar.d 
llrmr.e s, let bim mnks appsrent his indignation 
and repudiation of the abettors of this fonl wrong 
to humanity. Foreigners recognize tbis duty. 
They feel there is no snch thing as compro- 
mise in the matter. In New Toik, a gen- 
tleman much respected and beloved, who had 
for years dined at a fashionable hotel, when the 
keeper thereof entertained ard glorified secession- 
ists, called for bis bill, and, in the presence of 
mmyof tho guesls, declared be could no longer 
frequent a rendezvt in of traitors. The moral 
eTect was excellent. Let t*3eso seditious people 
b > put in Coventry by loyal ci-izins; lit tbem 
feel them ielves undor the ban of good socie'y; 
let them understand that to erj ty tbe privileges 
of Ameiican citizenship, they are held by the 
social ode to respect anl obey the government 
n der which they livo and the faithful pu' j tcts of 
that government with whom they as**ocia'e. In 
times like these, every honest citizen it tou id to 
manifast h : s loyalty and to frown on treason; and 
tiioro is not a d ty when t*ie opportuai' v of so do- 
in ; doei not occur. 

But it is not traitors alone, or thoio who sym- 
pi'hize with thorn, who should be thus ostracised; 
all who, whatever their profe sid political creod, 
discouregs aud mtlign the pv p'e and their repre- 
sentative*, in this critical hoar of our national 
life, shou'd be peremp'orily aril emphatically re- 
pro/od.

In cons* quence of the exiiteuca of this 
belief, we understand that an immense prti-ure 
is br. ugbt to bear for tbe purpose of ItflklpK 
down this insti'Uiion tbrouieb the exercise of mili- 
tary au'htitiry The (tovornmeut Cannot main- 
tain i bis great li n: ; the support and i tl l 
aoce of tbe men who entertain these opinions be 
withdrawn. Neither can the Uo;eri ruout hope 
for early succe.-s if the support of that element 
called ''conservative" be withdrawn. 

Such being the condition of things, the Presi 
dent appeals to the Harder State men to step for- 
ward and prove their patriotism by making tbe 
first sacnbce. No doubt like appeals hive been 
made io txtreme men in lata Nonh to meet us 
half way, in oroer tout tho whole moral, p ilnical, 
•cuniarv, and physical forca of the nation may 
- firmly and earnestly ut-i ed in eue grand effcrt 
to save the Union and tbe Constitution. 

Biliovlng that such were tbe motives that 
pruo p'.ed your address, and mcb tbe results to 
whtcb it 1 oked, we cannot nc n.cile it to our 
aense of duty, io this trying hour, to respond in 
a spirit of fault-finding or qusrulousroesB over the 
thiots that are past. We are not disposed to se> k 
for Inn cu e of present rciaforlunea in the err rs 
ard wrongs of others who now propose to unite 
wkn us in a common purpose.

St it : Tbe no ..rjtude and gravity of the pro- 
poauion submitted by y. u to K [ rasantativ-s from 
the Slave S:atex wuuld naturally occasion divcrsi - 
ty, if not coutrariery of opinion You will not, 
therefore, be surprised that 1 bave not been able 
to cootu- in view with the mi.) jri y of the o. 
Tbis is attributable, toisiblv, to tne f<ct that my 
State is not a Border State, properly so called, 
and that my immediate consti uents are not yet 
disenthralled fiom tbe hostile arms of the rebell 
Ion This fact ia a physical obstacle in tbe way 
of n y cow submitting to their consideration this 
or any o her pnpi'iiion looking to political ac- 
tion, especially such as, in th<9 case, would re- 
quire a change in the organic law of the S ate. 

But do not infir that I am insensible to } our 
appeal 1 am not. You are surrounded with dif- 
ficulties far grea er than have embarrassed any of 
your predtc as-ors. You need the support of every 
American CKfMOi and yon ought, to have ir, ac- 
tive, I alous, ard honest. J he uoion if every 
Union man to a>d yon in preserving the Union la 
tbe du of the u:iie Differences as to policy 
and mo hod) mast b> ubordinated to the com 
mnn purpose. 

Iu looking for the causes cf tbis rebellion, it is 
natural mat each seciinn and ea?h par y 10 ou'.d 
ascrine as little blame as possible to itself, ai.d as 
much as possible to its opponent secti>n and party. 
Possibly y. u ar.d I might not agree on a comnar- 
ison of our views lli.t there shnu d bidiff f 
ances of opinion as to the best mode or conducting 
oar military operati ns, and the best men to I ■ .0 
onr armies, is equally natutal. Contests on such 
questions weaken our-elve* and strengthen oar 
enemies'. Ttiey are unprofitable and possibly nn- 
pa'ri'dic. Somebody must yield, or we waste our 
strength in a contemptible struggle amongst our 
selves. 

You appeal to the loyal men of the slave States 
to aacntice something of feeling and a great deal 
of Interest. Toe sacrifices ibey bave alroady 
made and the t uttering*, they have endured give 
the best assurance that the appeal will cot bave 
been made in vain. He who is not ready to yield 
all bis material interests, and to forego his most 
cueilsbod sentiments and opinions for the preser- 
vation of bis country, although he may have 
perilled his life on the battlefield in her defence, is 
but half a patriot. Among the loyal people that 
I represent there are go half patriots. 

Already tbe rebellion has cost us much, even 
to our undoing; we are content, if need bo, to give 
np tbe rest Io suppress it. We have sroed by you 
from the begirciog of this strnrgle, and we mean 
to stard by you, (i d willing, till the end of it. 

I did t ot vote for the resolution to woich you 
allude, solely for the rea-o.i that at the time 1 
was absent at the Capital of my own S:ate. It is 
right. 

Should any of tbe stave States think proper to 
terminate that ins 1 i u ion, as seve a of them, I 
understand, or at least some of thsir citizens pro- 
pose, justice and a generous comity require that 
the country should interpose to aid it in lessening 
the burden, public and private, c ccasioned by bo 
radical a change in its sociil and industrial rela- 
tions. 

1 will not now eptcnlate upon the effect, &t 
heme or abroad, of the adoption of your police, 
norlrquire whit action of the rebel leaders has 
Tendered something of the kind important. Your 
whole administration gives the highest assurance 
that you are moved, not so much fr m a desire 
to see all men evory where mad i free, as from a 
far higher desire to preserro free institutions for 
the b inefit of men already free ; not to mske 
slaves freemen, but to prevent freemen from be- 
ing made slaves; nor. to dostroy an ins' itutlon, 
which a portion of us only co: aider bad, but to 
save Institutions which he all al k - consider got d 
I am eatisned you would not ask trum any ofj our 
fellow citizens a sacrifice not, in your judgment, 
imperatively required by the safety of the conn- 
try.

SPECIAL MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT. 
ft/low ct'izmiof the House of Riprrstnla icet: 

I herewiiu re. urn to your honor. ble body, in 
which it orgira'ed, the bill for an act entitled 
"An eat to suppreea treason and rc billion, to seize 
ard cor fiscate 'be properly of rebels, and for other 
purposes," together with my objections to It! bs- 
ccming a law. 

There is much in the bill to wbioh I perceive 
noobj»otlon. A is wholly pro.prctive; and it 
touches neither pirstn or property of any loyal 
citizsn, in which particular it is ju3t and p oper. 

Tbe 6r»t aud sero d sections provide tor the 
conviction and punishment of persons who shall 
be gnilty of treason, and parsons who shtll 'in- 
cite, set on foot, assist, or engage in any rebel- 
lion or insnrrec ion against tho authority of the 
United States or tbe laws thereof, or shall give 
aid or comf jrt thereto, or shall engage in cr give 
i ll and comfort to any such existing reb'llibn 
or insurrection." By fair c instruction persons 
within those sec' ions are not punished without 
regular trials in duly constituted courts under tbe 
forms and i ll the substantial provisions of law 
acd of Onsli ution applicable to their several 
cases. To this I perceive toolj ction; especially 
as such persons woul I bs within the gen-ral par- 
doning power ar.d also the special provision for 
pirdon and amnesty contained in this act. 

It also provides that the slavescf persons c >cv'ct- 
• d under these sections shall hi free I think tiere 
is an unfortunate form of expression rather than 
a snbi'antlal oijsction in this It is startling to 
say thit Congress can free a slave within a 8: ate, 
and yet if it were said the ownership of ths si ,ve 
bad first been transferred to lbs nation and Con- 
gresi had then l.bira'ed him, thed lUculty would 
at once vanish. And thiiis the real case. Tho 
traitor against the General Government forfeits 
bis slave at least as j tstlv as he does any other 
property; and he forfeits both to the Government 
against which he ((Tends. The Governmejt. so 
far as there can be ownership, thui owns tbe for- 
faited slave*, and the qu-stinn for Congress in re- 
gard to them is, ' 80*11 thiy be made free, it be 
sold to new masters?" I prrccive no objection to 
C ingress deciding iu sdyanco that tbey ehall bs 
free. 

To the high honor c f Kentucky, as I am in- 
formed, she is tho owner of some si ives by esc'uea', 
and has sold none,hut liberated all I hi ps the same 
s true of some other States. I ideod, I do not be- 
lieve it will be physically possible for the gen- 
eral g'vernmont to return persons so circucn 
'tanced to actual slavery. I believe there would 
be physical resistance to it which c< u'd neither be 
tamed aside by argument nor driven away ly 
force. 

Io this view I have no o' j ctinn to Ibis 
feature of the bill. Another m titer involved iu 
these two sec ions and rurning through other 
parts of the act will bs not.'c ,d hereafter. 

I perceive no otj action to tho third and fourth 
sections. 

So f»r as I wish to notice the fifth and six'h 
sections, tbey may be considered logather. That 
the et fjreemeut of thiss sections would do no in- 
justice to tho persons embracsd within them is 
clear. That those who make a c»useless vrar 
should he compelled :o piy the cost of it is too 
obviously j ist to be calu d in question. To give 
governmental protection to tbe properly of persons 
who have abet d. ned ir, and gone on a cru- 
sade to overthrow that same Government, 
is absurd if considered in the mere itgbt of jus- 
tice. The suveres jtioica may nor always ba the 
best poi or. The principal of seizt -g and appro- 
priating the property of the persons embrace 1 
ai hin these sec' tons is certainly not very Opjea 
tlosabta, ba< a jjstlv discriminating application 
of it wouh' bi very d Iticult, and, to a greit ex- 
tent, impossible And w, uld i*. not bo wi e to 
places power of rem as'on lomewbere, eo that 
ibese pursons may know thov bave aome'Liag 
to lose by persis ing and someihing to gain by ds- 
sisrinp? I am not sure whether such power of 
rem is i in is or is not within section thirteen 
Without any spicial ac r . of Congress, I think oar 
military commander', when, in military phrase, 
•'ibey are within the enemy's country, 'should, 
in an orderly mann r, seize and use whatever of 
real or personal property may be necessary or 
o nveuient for their com nand — it tbe same time 
preserving, in soma way, tho evidence of what 
ibey do. 

Wba. I bave raid in regard to slaves while 
commen ing on the lirst and seond eecti- ns, is 
appl.cible to tbe ninth, with the difference, that 
no provision is mado in the whole act for deter- 
mining whether a particular individual slave does 
or does uot fell within the classes doiioed in that 
soin He Is to be free up:*n certain 
condition:; but whether those condi;ions do 
or do not pertain to him, no mode of asCortaia- 
ing is proi i ied. Tnio could be easily supplied 

To tbe tenth a c ion I make no o> j c'.ion. The 
oath therein required seems to bo proper; and the 
remainder of iha BaCtlod is - i. :»n i. ly id ntical 
wiih a law already existing. 

ihs 11th sec ion s : mply assumes to coi far dis- 
cretionary power upo:i the Executive. Without 
the law, I have no hesi'a'ion to go as far in the 
direciion i"d cited as I may at any timedeam ex- 
pedient. And 1 am ready to say now, 1 think it is 
proper for cur oulitary commanders to empl ry, as 
laborers, as many perrons of Afric.u descent as 
can be used to advantage. 

The twelfth acd thirteenth sic'.ions are some- 
thing better than objectionable; and the fourteenth 
is entirely proper, if all other parts cf the act 
shall stand 

That to which I chiefly o'ject pervades most 
parrs of the act, but more di*tinc:ly appears in 
the first, second, seventh, and eigbtb s ctions. 
It is tbe sum or thoao provisions which results in 
tbe divesting of title forever. 

For the causes of treason ar.d ingred : ent« of trea- 
son, not amounting to tbe full crime, it declares 
forfeiture extending beyond tbe lives of ths 
guilty parlies, whereas tbe cots iiu'ion of the 
United States declares that "no attainder of trea- 
son shall work corruption of bloed or forfeiture 
except during the life of tbe par.-on attainted." 
true, tbere Is io be no formal altairder iu this 
Case; stil', I thic k the greater punishment cannot 
be constitutionally it Dieted, in a different form, 
for the sumo offence. 

With great respect I am constrained tossy I 
think this feu ure of ihs set is unconstitutional. 
It would cot be difficult to modify it. 

I may rent i k thai the provision of the Constitu- 
tion, put iu language borrowed fr.<ui Great Britain, 
applies only in iLis country, as 1 understand, to 
real or lat.dcd estate. 

Again: this act, in rem , forfeits property f r he 
Irgredisnts of treason without conviction of ths 
supposed ciiuiinal or a personal hearing given him 
in any proceeding. That we may not 
touch property lying within our reach because we 
cannot eTve personal notice to an owner wbo is 
abs-nt endeavoiljg to destroy tbe Government is 
certainly unsatisfactory. Still the owner may 
not bs thus engaged, and 1 think a reasona- 
ble time should bs provided for such parties to 
appear and have poreon.il hearing. Similar pro- 
visions are not uncommon in connection with pro- 
ceeding! in rem. 

For ine reasoaj stated, I return the bill to the 
bouse in which it originated.

THE FIRST KEN IU "KY CAVALRY. 

Columbia, Tkn.n., July 14, 1862. 
1 seed you two trophies of our battles in Ten- 
nessee, the one, a r ft i captured at Lebanon, 
and the other a ten-shootirg pistol taken on the 
person of a rebel colonel of militia, captured on 
our grand scout through L'vings'on, Cookville, 
Uain.'bon/, and other towns at the base of the 
Cumberland mountains in tbis State. Our regi- 
ment (the 1st Ken'ucky Cavalrt,), are now at 
Columbia, Franklin, and Pult.ki, guarding 
biiiges and sc;Uiing, as may be necessary; a 
terror to 'he rebels here as they once wero to 
those of Eastern Kentucky. '1 his, as when in 
K-sntucky, g : ves us a kind of omnipresence great- 
ly mtsn der-tood by some of our frie. ds, and 
misconstrued into waut of discipline by our ene- 
mies. Bsm ss yon know, some of onr companies 
have been in four regular battles and perhips 
fifty skirmishes, at d in none except wben t»o 
companies were pi'ted agal at them nearly twen 
ty to one, on picket du y for General SchoerT, 
near Somerset, did they ever even retire from t be 
eoemv. Our regiment composed more than half 
of the force in tne battle of Lebanon, Tern., as 
we bad some four hundred a: d twenty- five men 
in that rocfLct. Sires then, we have been in 
nearly every part e>f M<dd:« Tennessee, and in 
,-everal towns cf North Alabama; and some have 
sconted down nearly to Pitftburg Landing snl in 
the country north of Corinth, Misdisippi. It 
h :s b'come a saying among all here, thai there 
has never b :en a bat:le between the Mississippi 
river and the Alle,thany mountains but what 
tons of Wilf rd'sC v.lry were in it. Colonel 
Haggard was h ,atd to say, at the close of Negley's 
march upon • batianooga and the battle i f S#e, d- 
eo'e Cove, that he never could even steal a march 
with hi regiment, into ar y skirmish, but some of 
Woi'ord ■ men would heircf it and be in wi'h 
tbe rest But be bad th ought that at Swerden's 
Cove, where b's eegiment routed Ad mis'* rebel 
cavalry, certainly none of our men would be 
there, but, as he dashed forward i no ths front, 
he saw two of Wolford's boys figh 1 ing like devils, 
along with Lieut Fuck's advarce They had 
come in with a da«p a ch to Gen. Negley and h id 
got permission to j in the advance iu tbe fight. 

He also traits another amusing incident ss hap 
penicg in a scout near Creelsboro', Ky., last wit- 
ter, tie had sent onr a scont of men to rec- n* 
ncitreon tho Cumberlard 'iver, a'd thought for 
once he had an entirely private affiir on bald. 
But when bis man cime near Creel, boro' thoy 
saw a few of the enemy on tbe other bar k, and 
one more hardy than the robt, was riding forward 
neirly wi h n range of their guns. As some 
of his men were hurrying forward to get a 
shot, tbev heard a man to their left crying bait ! 
bal: I Tbev enpposed it to be sn olHcer.aod stop- 
ped, when ths feliow came running up near tbero, 
and than sayine% "for heaven's sake let me have 
a shot," fretl, and killed the rebel before they bad 
time to see wbitt he was abe>ut. He was the only 
onekillid, as the rest flad. The Colonel said it 
as ore o* Wclfotd's men, who had scented the 
skirmish some ten milas off, and had run his horse 
down and left, him across the field and run oo 
afoot, in otd-r to get the tint shot 

Tbe regiment hi" suffered dreadfully from sick- 
ness acd killed and wounded, but if they w>re 
ordered to march lo battle, m at of those cow ly- 
ing sick in their tents would mi u.it f ,r tbe march 
a ad c.targe. They wou;d shout Ion;* cheera for 
Kentucky, if they could oily have leave to return 
and assist in routing Morgan's binds again is 
they did at Ltbinon, Tenn. They know every 
hill, road, atd byway through Sou'heru Kentucky, 
and iheir very n»me would go far to teriify alt 
the marten ling bands from 'lis St«te, and to keep 
bridge burners from their low, cowardly, infam- 
ous W' rk. But we are needed here, and perhaps 
toe rebels only want the cavalry now in Tennes- 
see to be withdrawn, in order to march through 
this country and burn bridges, teka towns, and 
retake Nashville Ar d we will leave the whole 
arrangement in tbe hands of our military heads 
of depir ments, having Iu 1 c nfiJnnce in iheni, 
and that this wicked monster of secssslon mu-t 
soon ba crushed It is tho uni:ed voice of all tbe 
army and all loyal citizens, as utrered by oar 
great McClellao, cost what it may, of time, trea- 
sure, and blcod, this rebellion most he crushed.
